Resolution Asks 


Establishment of 


Federal Office Here to Care for Mail 





Determined to get rid Albany’s unen- 
viable reputation as “the largest city 
in the United’ States without its own 
post office,” the City Council this 
week unanimously passed a resolution 
calling for the establishment of such a 
facility here. 

The measure, introduced by Council- 
man Vincent Hanahan and seconded by 
Councilman George Batchelder, told 
of a need here by the more than 15,000 
people and 160 business firms, and 
asked that Postmaster General James 
A. Farley take steps to institute a post 
office with service equal or superior to 
that provided by the Berkeley Post 
Office, now serving the City. 

Among the reasons cited were that 
there now exist no facilities here for 
registering parcel post, the declaration 
-of customs to foreign countries and 
renting and maintaining post office 
boxes. The present confusion which 
exists, according to the document, and 
results in letters addressed to local peo- 
ple being sent to cities of the same 
name elsewhere, would be eliminated 
and past experiences with firms which 
have gone elsewhere to locate because 
of there being no post office here, 
would no longer be encountered,

The definite action taken by the City Council Monday 
night to bring a post office to this City is another step to- 
ward putting on “long pants” for Albany. 


Since its incorporation nearly 30 years ago, the city has 
gotten along without such an institution, relying on the 
nearby city of Berkeley for its postal service. 


True, occasional efforts were made to acquire a post of- 
fice but these soon faded from lack of interest on the part 
of the citizenry. This time, however, a grown-up City has 
realized the need for the facility and is demanding that it be 
secured, 


At other times, when the suggestion was brought up that 
the Post Office Department grant Albany its own institu- 
tion, it was said by some that one-a-day service would result 
or that local residents would have to go to the establishment 
to secure their mail, 


This time, however, no such threat is possible. Albany 
has gathered unto itself a title that should be discarded as 
soon as possible! “The largest city in the country without 
a post office’ doesn’t sound very progressive, does it? To 
people who have never seen this growing city a cognomen 
like this would bring visions of tall, waving grass in the 
main streets of the city and possibly, be-whiskered individ- 
uals lackadaisically moving about. 


That this is decidedly not the case in Albany, we will 
positively assert. But how are others, who have never 
seen evidences of our more than 15,000 residents and 160 
business firms, to know that this isn’t a true picture of con~ 
ditions? A manufacturer in the East, looking for a new site 
on the Pacific Coast, skims through a postal directory, finds 
no mention of this city and takes his new factory to some 
other place. Would-be residents have done likewise. 


It's about time that mail leaving here should bear the 
postmark “Albany” and let others know that there is such

RESOLUTION 


Resolution of the City of Albany, County of Alameda, State 
of California, requesting Federal Authorities for Estab- 
lishment of a U. S. Post Office in the City of Albany. 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ALBANY 
DOES HEREBY RESOLVE AS FOLLOWS: 


WHEREAS, Albany, California is a city of over 16,000 
population registering (6,200) voters at the last general 
election and, 


WHEREAS, Albany is situated on the main lines of the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe Railways and the transconti- 
nental Lincoln Highway and, 


WHEREAS, there are 160 commercial and professional 
businesses in Albany besides 3,300 residences and, 


WHEREAS, at present mail service to Albany is fur- 
nished through the Post Office of Berkeley, California, with 
carrier service from that office, requiring mail sent to Albany 
citizens to be addressed through Berkeley, which condition 
tends to cause Albany to lose its identity as a separate muni- 
cipality, and, 

WHEREAS, no facilities for the insuring and registering 
of parcel post and for declarations of customs to certain 
foreign countries exist within the City of Albany, and it is 
now necessary for citizens to go out of this City into another 
city to avail themselves of said services out of the City of 
Albany. . 


AND WHEREAS, business houses, professional men and 
citizens have not facilities for the renting and maintaining 
of post office boxes, 


AND WHEREAS, several business houses have in the 
past refused to locate in this City because the City has not 
a post office identity. 


AND WHEREAS, confusion exists and letters sent to 
this City are often missent to cities with the same name in 
other states, because this City has not a post office of its 
own. 


AND WHEREAS, in view of the foregoing stated as 
well as other conditions the City Council and citizens of 
Albany do believe that the City is entitled to a United States 
Post Office within its boundaries with carrier service there- 
from equivalent or superior to that now being furnished 
from the Berkeley Post Office and that a resident of Albany 
should be appointed as Postmaster. 


NOW THEREFORE, it is resolved that the Postmaster 
General be and hereby is requested to establish a Post Of- 
fice with such aforementioned service in the City of Albany, 
and that he appoint one to communicate or personally con- 
fer with the Mayor of this City to the end that such may be

The four-day period between Thursday, May 27 and Sun- 
lay, May 30, was designated as Poppy Days in the proclama- 
jon issued this week by Mayor‘O, C. Yenne. In the proclama- 
ion, Mayor Yenne called upon all citizens to observe the occa- 


jon by wearing memorial poppies*in honor of the World War 
lead, stating: 


“The City of Albany responded with highest patriotism to 
pur nation’s call for defenders in 1917 and 1918, sending many

_ ‘It is fitting that the seryice and sacrifice of these gallant 
young men should be commemorated annually by appropriate 
public observance. As the poppy, which grew on the battlefields 
where so many of them fell, has become their memorial flower,

“Therefore, I do hereby proclaim May 27, 28, 
‘Poppy Days in the City of Albany, and urge all citizens to show 
remembrance of the honor for the men of the city and of the

The red Buddy Poppies, made by 
disabled veterans in government 
hospitals, are symbolic of the pop- 
pies of Flanders’ Field which blow 
today over the graves of more than 
30,000 American boys and men who 
lie buried in the cemetéries of 
France. 

The entire proceeds of the na- 
tionwide Buddy, Poppy sale is de- 
voted to the widows and orphans 
of the World War and to the re- 
lief, welfare and service work which 
our organization supports among 
America’s war veterans. One cent 
from each Buddy Poppy sold will 
be sent to the V.F.W. National 
Home at Eaton Rapids, Mich., 
where it helps to maintain and op- 
erate this unique institution. ‘An- 
other two and one-half cents from 
each sale of Buddy Poppies is 
usel to maintain the State and na- 
tional rehabilitation service which 
advises and assists thousands of 
disabled veterans in the establish- 
ment of their equitable claims for 
government compensation and hos- 
pitalization benefits. 

Added to the small sum paid the 
disabled veterans who make the 
Buddy Poppies, this three and one- 
half cents brings the cost of each 
Buddy Poppy to approximately 
five and one-half cents. Since all 
proceeds over this amount are de- 
voted to local relief, and service 
work among disabled and needy 
veterans of this community-work 
which otherwise would fall upon 
the local charitable agencies and 
taxpayers—the membership of the 
local post hopes that the citizens 
of this community will be glad to 
contribute a minimum of ten cents 
for the Buddy Poppies they will 
wear on Memorial Day.

Legion Auxiliary, whdé is direct- 
ing arrangements for observance 
of Poppy Days here, May 27, 28 
and 29. 

From the poppy each year the 
American Legion Auxiliary raises 
approximately $1,000,000 for the re- 
lief and rehabilitation of disabled 
veterans, and ‘for the care of 
fatherless children of veterans, 
Mrs. Houser explained. This money 
forms the principal support of the 
vast rehabilitation and child wel- 
fare program carried out constant- 
ly by the Auxiliary in cooperation 
with The American Legion. 

Women in almost every city and 
town in the United States take 
part in the memorial poppy pro- 
gram. The American Legion Auxil- 
iary, iwth its 425,000 members and 
9,000 local units, the 
work, aided by women and girls 
from other groups. Last 
nearly 10,000,000 of the little flow- 
ers ewre distributed and this year 
the number is expected to increase 
to 12,000,000. 

BENEFITS VETERANS 

Benefits to the disabled veterans 
begin long in advance of the dis- 
tribution of the poppies on Poppy 
Days. Many hundreds receive em- 
ployment in maikng the millions 
of little crepe paper flowers. Manu- 
facture is started early in the win- 
ter and continues through the 
spring. This year poppies were 
made for the Auxiliary in 65 vet- 
erans’ hospitals and poppy work- 
rooms located in 40 different 
states.

Making of the poppies is direct- 
ed by the state organizations of the 
Auxiliary and coordinated through 
the national organization. Three 
cents apiece isthe price paid. the 
disabled men for making the flow- 
ers. The number each man is per- 
mitted to make in one day is limit- 
ed to prevetn overtaxing of 
strength and to spread the work 
among as many men as possible. 
The work is a Godsend to the vet- 
erans employed, who receive little 
or no government compensation, 
meaning an opportunity to help 
support their families or to save 
a little money for the day when 
they leave the hospital and begin 
the difficult struggle to make a 
fresh start in life, 


The mental diversion of making 
the poppies has been found an ex- 
cellent way to steady the nerves 
and occupy the minds of hospital 
patients. The comforting thought 
that they are earning money again, 
often for the first time in years, is 
of tremendous value to many of 
these men. Pride of workmanship 
is taken, with the knowledge that 
the flowers are to be worn in hon- 
or of comrades who died in France. 
IDEA FROM POEM 

The idea of the poppy as the me- 

morial flower for the World War 
dead sprang from Colonel John 
McCrea’s poem, “Flanders Fields,” 
written at the battle front shortly 
before his death. It was first 
brought forward in the United 
States by Miss Moina Michael, of 
Athens, Georgia, who was serving 
on the staff of the Y.M.C.A. over- 
seas headquarters in New York 
City. On November 9, 1918, after 
reading Colonel McCrea’s poem, 
Miss Michael bought and distribut- 
ed silk poppies to the men attend- 
ing a Y.M.C.A. conference. 
After the Armistice the poppy 
idea spread rapidly. Poppies were 
distributed on the streets of Mil- 
waukee during the homecoming of 
the 32nd Division in June, 1919, 
and again on Memorial Day of 
1920, In August, 1920, the Georgia 
Department of the American Le- 
gion adopted the poppy as a me- 
morial flower, and the national con- 
vention of the Legion in Cleveland 
the following month made the pop- 
py the Legion’s national memorial 
flower. The American Legion 
Auxiliary officially adopted the 
poppy as its memorial flower at its 
first national convention in Kansas 
City in 1921. The poppy is also 
the memorial flower of the British 
Legion,
